It is with the greatest satisfaotioQ We oongratvUte yo« npott the 
▼arious st^oceeees which have distingoiehed the Period of j«Qr re- 
cess. While the most ooDsnnmate Bravery awl discipline have 
Marked the eoterprizes of our Troope by Land, Glory and. Victory 
have attended (hose of one Allies by Sea, suocessce which at onoe 
reflect the highest Honour upon themselves aod the respectire Na- 
tions, and Afford the fairest prospect of speedy Tranqnilky and 
peace* 

When, to these happy events, we add the accession of another 
great and foreign Power to the Interests of America, and that the 
Year has been Orowned with a most plentif«l Harvest, we cannot 
bnft admire and acknowledge the fnvonr and soodness of Provi- 
dence. In sherty nothing eeems leli ns to wish Imt a renval of 
that Pohlic Spirit and ^rtae^ which shone with so mnch Lustre 
in the early davs of this Contest, and which seems now nocessary 
for the restoratiOD of Pnbliek Credit, and the relief of our sntfering 
Frontiers. To both these objects, we must request your imme- 
diate and unremitted attention, and to this end shaU now lay bo- 
fore yon sundry resolutions of the Honourable the Congress, for 
calling in large sums of the present emissions. We esteem our- 
selves happy in the reflection, that no steps for the Securi^ of the 
exposed Counties were omitted by «s. The most Seasonable orders 
for stationing « Body of Militia, and also raising Five Companies 
of RangerSi were issued, and every supply required has been sent 
wlthont delay. That the orders for the Militia were not pune- 
tnally Complied with in some Counties, and in others wholly ne- 
glected, is what we have great reason to lament; at the «ame time« 
tnat we think it well deserving of serious enquiry, that due praise 
may be given to those who merit it. We cannot hut deem saoh 
self-Exemptions from Publick Duty as Tending to a Criminal re- 
laxation of the Bonds of Society, and a departare from the Dttties 
of a well reeulated Gk>vemment. All the Papers will now be laid 
before yon, from which you wiU observe that, disappointed in the 
Expected aid« the Frontier Inhabitants have fortiied themselves into- 
Ocmpanies and associations for defence, in the Course of which 
Expenses have been contracted, which, if thev appear in the same 
light to yott as they have done to us, yon will not hesitate to dis- 
charge, and thus encourage them to continue as a Barrier to the 
more improved and settled Counties. How far the jfevisal and Col- 
lecting the Militia Law, with its various supplements, into one Con- 
pleat system, will tend to remedy the like evils in future^ we sub- 
mit to your Consideration. The necessity of Supporting a well 
rsigulated Mllitiai we think, is Confirmed by every ixfs ob8e^ 
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Ttlioii and experience; and while the Enemj \b receiving reinforoe- 
ments with the avowed parpose of desolating the Country, we deem 
it a Measure highly neoessary yonr attention* as well as that of 
every Friend to the Freedom and Interests of the State. 

The Oenerous resolutions of your Honourable House at the last 
Sessions, for the relief of the Army and the Fleet, and which we 
have Ezeeoted with our best Judgment and attention, have had the 
msst happy effects in conciliating the affections and respect of those 
brave and valuable Men, and cementing a Frieodship between the^ 
Civil and Military powers, highly honourable to both and beneficial 
to all. We wou'd recommend the Cloathing them with the sane- 
tioB of Law, as a Measure pleasing to them and perfectly conso- 
nant to the views of the House. We conceive nothir^ now re- 
mains 01 this subject but to make some early and suitable provi- 
sion as a reward for their Dangers, Saerafices and Fatigues, to ena- 
ble them to return to civil Life, with honour and advantage, when 
their Military Services may 'be no longer Necessary, and we hope 
a mode may be devised for this purpose not oppressive or Burthen- 
some to the Farmer or Tradesman, and yet saitisfaotory to them.— 
The Honor reflected on the State by General Wayne and the Troops 
of the Pennsylvania line, during this Campaign, wou'd have at- 
traeted omr immediate acknowledgment, if the approach of yonr 
Sessions had not inclined us to wait yonr concurrence, that the 
Marks of onr attention might be more proportionate to the service 
they have done, and the glory they have acquired. 

We also, Gentlemen, most earnestly recommend to you to pro- 
ceed in the great business of the Proprietary estates, at least so far 
as to give the next Assembly an opportunity to put the finishing 
hand to this important and necessary work. 

The experience of Mankind, the Practice of other Countries and 
Nations, the Sentiments of the Greatest Writers on Government, 
and eren onr own observation during this great Contest, in which 
the various principles which govern the Human Mind have been 
drawn forth into view and action, we think fully demonstrate that 
neither the* Peaee, Liberty or Safety of Pennsylvania, can be deem- 
ed seeare, while this powerfnll Interest attached in all its branches 
to the powers we have abjured and abandoned, is permitted to re- 
tain its fttU force and influence among us. At present the subject 
is disentangled from all other considerations of a Publick nature. 
Shon'd it, by delay, mingle itself with the Negotiations of a Qten- 
mil Peace, we may long Lament, and posterity will Justly blame 
•nr Indolence or Timidity, which has lost the precious opportunity 
of rescuing this State from one of the appendages of its former 
Bondage, and placing it on the same equal Level of Liberty, inte- 
rest, tranquility, and Independence, with its Sister States. The 
Safety of the People is the Supreme and Pre-eminent Law and 
Bond of Society, and when, as in the present oase^ this can be se- 
VQL. xn. — 7. 
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cored consistent with the rights of Private Justice, we sbou'd hold 
ourselves inesousable if we did not espvess our SentimentB with 
Freedom, and assure jou that the* General eipectatioa and voice of 
the People, so ^ar as our knowledge extendsy concurs with them. 
^ The Constitution of this State, with a wisdom and foresight 
which does honor to its Framer9> having ooBsidered the ed«catioa 
of Youth as a matter of great importance to tiie interests of So-» 
oietj, and order of Government ; we have been led to an enquiry 
into the nature and Government of those Institutions which at pre- 
sent subsist. It is with concern we observe a general neglect of 
this great Duty,, both in Town and Country, while the growing at- 
tention of other States invites the Youth from this, and must pro- 
duce efiOiCts equally repugnant to Publiok benefit and private conve- 
nience. 
^ The principal institution in this State, founded on the most free 
and Catholic principles,, raised and cherished by the hand of Public 
Bounty, appears by its charter to have 'allied, itself so closely to the 
Government of Britain,.by making the allegiance oi its Governors 
to that State a Pre-requisite to any official A^t,^ that it might well 
have been> presumed they wou^d have sought the aid of Govern- 
ment for an establishment consistent with the revolution, and con- 
formable to the great changes of Polocy and Gk)vernment. 

But whatever have been the Motives, we cannot think the good 
People of this State can or ought to rest satisfied, or the proteoUon 
of Government be extended to an institution framed with sack> 
manifest attachment to the British Government, and oonduoted 
with a General inattention to the authority of the State. 

The inflkeiioe of a seat of learning upon the peace and good or* 
der of Government, have, we think, been too fully exemplified ioi 
the country fvom which we have seperated, to permit any well re- 
gulated State to neglect or overlook it. 

How far there has been any^ deviation from the liberal ground 
of its first establishment, and a Pre-eminence given to some socie- 
ties, in prejudice to others equally Meritorious, the former enqui- 
ries of Your Honourable House will enable you to determine ; fos 
us, it is sufficient to declare, that as learning, or science are of no- 
party or sect, we wish to see them promoted on the most liberal- 
principlesv giving to all denominations o£ Christians equid rights- 
and Priviledges. 

As Corporations compose a speciea of Internal Government, iu< 
all great changes they have been considered as objects o£ Public 
attentiou and care, that their subordination, obedience, and support 
to the Supreme and Governing Powers of the State, might be se- 
cured and preserved*. This is a Just and necessary Polocy we think, 
worthy of imitation^ as the object of the Institution, whether Civil;. 
Beligious, or Charitable^ may at the same time remain inviolate. 

The Jjaw for prohibiting the exportatiou of Provisions having, 
expired on the first Instant; we thought proper to eontinua the Bm* 
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Wrgo uDtill the Twentieth of this Month, that in the Interval 
Toor Hooonrable House might take this subject into consideration 
— a subject of very great importance to the oommercia}, as well as 
Qenen^ Interest of the State. 

The Public Highwajs, Gentlemen, wil> also require your care, 
and attention ; the laws respecting^ them are expired bj their own 
limitation, and the present ConilitioB of the roads is too well known 
to make it necessary for us to enlarge upon the duty and propriety 
of making a suitable provision on thts head^ 

We most also recommend to your consideration the officers of 
Government. However Generous or adequate the Provision for 
their support, when called forth by you or the People to the dis- 
•harge of Public duty, you must be sensible that the accumulated 
prices of all the necessaries of life since that time must make their 
situation very distressing; and that instead of /<a reasonable com- 
pensation when called to Publick Service, to the prejudice of their 
private affiurS," which the Constitution declares to be a right, they 
•must lessen their private property, and sink into Poverty and dis- 
tress. As the People of this State have in every period exhibbitted 
a N«ble wmd exemfplary Generosity m support of Government, it 
cannot be doubted they will, in this- case, answer every Just and 
reasonable expectation. 

In Conformity to the Laws of this State, and your desire, we 
have proceeded to the sale of the Con^cated estates, and have the 
latisfaotion to acquaint you that the sums arising therefrom are so 
considerable as to afford a great relief to the good People of the 
State from their Public Burthens y and that the ship which, under 
TOOT resolves, we fitted out for defence of the Trade of the State, 
has not only answered that important end, but has been so success* 
full as in a great Measure to Compensate the expense of the wider- 
taking. 

Our anxiety to perpetuate and extend the Blessings of Freedom, 
and enlarge the circle of humanity, Induce us to remind you of th» 
Bill for emancipating the Children born of Negro and Mdatto 
Parents. We wi»h to see you give the eompleat sanction of La?r 
to this noble and generous purpose, and adorn the annals of Penn- 
sylvania with this bright display of Justice and publick Virtue. 

Thus, Gentlemen, havbg had before you a general state of our 
Publick affairs^ noting remains but to- assure you of our cheerfnll 
concurrence and assistance where requisite to faeilitate and promote 
the discharge of Your Public Duties, and express our confidenee in 
your Wisdom, Prudence, and dispatch.

A PROCLAMATION, 

The late melancholj events in this oitjr must fill the mind of 
ererj good Man and Yirtuoos Gitiien with the deepest regret and 
coneern. They most impress eyery one with the necessity of 
obedience and respect to Pnbliok authority, as the only sure foun- 
dation of Tranquility and peace. The undue Countenance and 
Encouragement which has bey shewn to persons disaffected to the 
Liberty and Independence of America, by some, whose rank and 
character in other respects gave weight to their conduct, has been 
the principal cause of the present Commotion. The unwearied 
opposition and the contempt manifested, in many instances, to the 
I^ws and Poblick authority of the State, have also contributed, 
and Justice also requires us to declare that some licentious and 
unworthy characters, taking advantage of the unhappy tumult, 
artfully kindled by themselyes, haye led many innocent and other- 
wise well-disposed persons, into outrages and insults, which it is 
hoped, on cool reflection, they will condemn. But as it is become 
highly necessary that all further tumult shou*d cease, and the 
Laws and good order prevail : We think proper to deolaie that all 
those who were immediately Concerned in the Unhappy Transao- 
tions of the Fourth Instant, without distinction, shall, as fiur as 
possible, be amenable to Justice ; and for that purpose do require 
all those who Marched down from the Commons, in Hostile array, 
to the House of James Wilson, Esquire, and also all those who

An order was drawn on the Treasurer in favour of the Honoura- 
ble James Read, Esquire, for the sum of one thousand one hun- 
dred pounds, in part of his pay as a Member of this Board, for 
which he is to account. 
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Mr. Bryan and Mr. HoUinshead, a committee of the Honourable 
House of General Assembly, attended in Council, with a verbal 
Message from the House, informiug '* thaj: the House was now 
met, and ready to receive such business as the Council may have 
to lay before them."

^ Message from the President and Supreme Executive Council to 
the Representatives of the Freemen of Pensylvania, in General As- 
sembly met. 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly, 

The short space of time which has elapsed since our address to 
the late assembly has produced but few events sufficiently interest- 
ing to become objects of your attention. The advanced season of 
the year seems almost to forbid the hope of any thing more deci- 
sive ; but when we look back and take a general view of the opera- 
tions and events of the Campaign, we shall find sufficient cause to 
acknowledge the favour and goodness of Providence, and to con- 
gratulate you on the happy state of Publick affairs. 

While the efforts of the Enemy have been Feeble, spiritless and 
indecisive, our defensive system has been supported with firmness 
and efiect in every part of America, and when it has been departed 
from, the Bravery, discipline and good conduct of our officers and 
soldiers have been eminently conspicuous. 

The seasonable and generous assistance of the Count D^Estaing, 
and the Gallant force under his command, tho' not attended with 
all the success which our sanguine expectations suggested, may 
justly be reckoned among the happy events of the year, as it has 
disconcerted the Plans of the Enemy, been attended with success 
in capturing many of their vessels, and is, in every respect, a fresh 
proof of the Magnanimity and attention of our allies, which will 
justly endear them to every sincere Lover of his Country. 

The expeditions under General Sullivan and Colonel Broadhead, 
will, we hope, have the happy effects to make the Savages of the 
wilderness dread the weight of the American arms, and give that 
safety and security to the distressed Frontiers which were the great 
objects of the Expedition. But as few marks of submission or hu- 
miliation have been manifested, and from some late appearances on 
the frontiers of Bedford and Northumberlandjthe Inhabitants seem 
to be under great apprehensions and alarm, we cou'd not think it 
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prudent to depend so &r on tbe success as to admit the necessary 
preparation to repel any incursions which distress or revenge may 
induce the enemy to make, and have, therefore, procured a consid- 
erable to be stationed in such places as will be most 
like! J to answer this desirable purpose^ and ease the minds of the 
good people in that quarter. 

Our domestic tranquility has been interrupted by some unhappy 
commotions, to which free States have in all ages been subject. 
* We trust they are rather to be considered as the casual over- 
flowings of liberty than proceeding from avowed licentiousness, or 
contempt of Publick authority, and as it is the first, and we hope 
will be the last instance, where Individuals will take the Vindica- 
tion of their Zeal, or apprehended injuries, into their own hands, 
and as the discussions will be painfull to their fellow citizen^ and 
open a breach we wfch to see closed, we submit it to your consid- 
eration^ whether an act of oblivion and indemnitji will not have a 
happy tendency to compose the minds of the people, and in its 
effects prove more beneficial to the Publick interests, than a rigor- 
ous pursuit of legal measures. 

The institution of a Court of Errors, and a revisal of the Law 
respecting clandestine marriages, were formerly recommended V> 
the Assembly of this State, but tbe Multiplicity and pressure of 
other objects have hitherto Excluded them from Publick view. 

The time appears to us favourable, and they involve considera- 
tions 80 very Interesting to the liberty and happiness of the State> 
that we wou'd wish so see them meet with a due share of attention. 

The Counterfeiting the Currency of the United States, has made 
such an alarming progress in some parts of the State, as to require 
a severe and immediate Check. -The Counterft;iting the Emissions 
of an early date is by special Act of Assembly a capital crime, 
while the same practice is only punishable at Common Law in tbe 
case of late emissions, which has occasioned a distinction of Pun- 
ishments for the said offence, by no means consonant to tho prin- 
ciples of reason and justice, or the feelings of Mankind ; We wou*d 
therefore, recommend the passing a Law subjecting all offenders to 
penal and equal Punishments, 

The other domestic regulations having been referred specially by 
your predecessors, your vigilance and zeal for the Publick sorvioe 
and the interests of the State, make it unnecessary for us to enu- 
merate them. 

The supplies of the Army, tho' attended with very heavy ex- 
pence, we have hitherto been able to compass so as to draw tbe 
gratefull acknowledgments of the Troops for this just attention to 
iheir necessities. 

We shall in a few days forward both to officers and Men, so com- 
ipleat a supply of Cloathing, both in Quantity and Quality, as will 
oA^ble them to meet the rigours of the approaching season with 
^ease and chearfulneii. 
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But while we contemplate witb gratefull satisfactian the general 
prospect of Pablio ancf domestic affairs, we cannot help expressing 
our concern and apprehensions on the state of Publick Credit. 
The depreciation of the Currency and its fatal consequences to the 
Honour and interest of America, seem now so generally felt and 
acknowledged, that we trust a safe and snre foundation is laid for 
the success of any measures which may be adopted to check this 
growing and alarming evil. 

How far any State can safely adopt a separate system on a mat- 
tet of so great and general concern, we cannot venture to decide, 
but we can have no doubt the Representatives of the Freemen of 
Pensylvania will' countenance and promote every measure that 
will tend to establish the Publick ffaith, and fix it upon a solid 
basis of truth and justice. We shall think our time and labour 
devoted to the most valuable purposes, if we render the Publick 
any service on this important point, and in every other shall en« 
deavoar as far as depends on us, to forward the business of the 
State with dispatch, utility, and mutual satisfaction. 

The Secretary will deliver you sundry resolves of the Honoura- 
ble, the Continental Congress of the United States, on Matters of 
great importance to the General Interests, and also, several other 
Publick papers from our Sbter States, which we must recommend 
to your serious consideration.

Whsreas, The Publick necessities do not admit of a free ex- 
portation of Provisions ; Wherefore, the said Council do hereby con- 
tinue the embargo on the Exportation of Wheat, Flour, Rye, Oats, 
Speltz, Barley, Indian Corn, Beef, Pork, and other Victuals, whe- 
ther alive or dead, from this State to any parts or places beyond 
iSea, other than for the necessary use of the Master and Mariners ; 
and for that purpose do forbid the clearing out or dispatch of any 
Ship or Vessel on which any such Goods and Victuals shall be 
laden, ot which the Naval Officer and all Merchants, Shippers, 
Captains of Vessels, and others concerned, are hereby required 
to take Notice, and Govern themselves accordingly. This Embargo 
to continue Thirty days from the date of these presents, and no 
longer, but not to extend to hinder the taking in necessary stores 
of Ships of War or Merchant Vessels, for the respective Cruizes or 
Voyages ; nor to prevent the transportation of provisions for the 
Armies of the United States, or the Fleet of his most Christian 
Majesty. Such Transportation to be Licenced, in every instance, 
by the Council.

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Ai%d Whereasy In pursuaDce of the said orders, William Brad- 
ford, Tench Francis, James Ashe, Isaac Melchor, William Hall, 
Andrew Tybout, David Duncan, William Miller, Willii(m Forbes, 
Thomas Shields, and Joseph Cowperthwaite, have proceeded, at a 
great ezpcnce, to cut down considerable quantities of said Wood 
for the uses aforesaid, which have been since taken by William 
Wood and his servants, and that divers pretences have been set up, 
under which sundry persons threaten taking farther quantities of 
Wood, and commit unlawfull waste on the said premises; Where-

The Committee appointed by Council to enquire into the state of 
the Barracks at Philadelphia, &ca., do report, that they have been 
at the Barracks, and made enquiry into their state; that they find 
them in a very ruinous condition, all the Bedsteads (except a few 
in the Invalid quarter) missing, having been burned, as we are in- 
formed, for want of Wood ; Almost all the Glazing of the windows 
broken, plaistering pulled down^ the laths & partitions cut up to 
light fires, the floors much cut and injured, the soldiers having 
brought their wood into the rooms, and there cut up for their fires; 
The rooms & galleries are so full of filth and ordure as to render 
these places extremely offensive ; in short, the whole of the build- 
ings are in very bad order. We have farther to report that, besides 
Isaac Melchoir, Barrack Master General, there are the following 
\persons employed there, most of which are entirely useless, to wit : 

Gibbs Jones, who stiles himself Chief Barrack Master, and on 
the ration return, draws also as Captain of Artillery. 

Christian Shaffer, assistant Barrack Master and Snperintendant 
of the Carpenters. Note. We found no Carpenters at Work there, 
nor heard of there having been any for some time past. 

John Fauntz, assistant Barrack Master. 

— — Mankey, do Superintendant of Waggoners and Wood 
Cutters. 
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David Flkkart, Issoar of the Wood. 
Chriatian Wink, Clerk. 

Hevelmao, do 

Frederick Moliocnx, at Bristol, where they say he is employed 
io SaperintendiDg Wood Catting. 

Jacob Working, Waggon Master, has twelve Teams at Bristol. 
At the Barracks now, twenty-one Teams, of which two Teams 
we met near the Barracks, having in both about half a cord of 
Wood, which is hailed near ten Miles from Town. 

We coa^d not get any information of the Number of Wood 
Catters. 

Besides Colonel Melchior's riding Horses, and those of his asms- 
tanta, each having one, there are four spare Horses^ we oou'd not 
find out tor what use. 

It appears to us, upon our own view, and the best information 
we eou'd get, that the following officers, and no mor6, are necessary : 
One Barrack Master. 
One Assistant. 
One Clerk. 
One Issuer. 
One Waggon Master. 
And, as the Wood for the use of the barracks is now to be 6ut, 
there not being any store laid in, one Superintendant over the Wood 
Cuttera, ^till a sufficiency is procured and may be necessary. 

That upon a speciall enquiry, what Wood had been served out^ 
and what prospects there are, it appears to the Committee that 
great part of the fall and Winter there has been only half allow- 
ance, and that very irregularly served. 

That they have been occasionally two days without Wood, even 
to cook their victuals, by which means the Buildings and Fences 
in the Neighbourhood had suffered, which bad occasioned great disr 
torbance amongst the inhabitants, so as not only to break the peaoe^ 
but endanger the lives of both soldiers and citisens; That there is 
not at present any stock of Wood or other supply than from day to 
day, and that so insufficient, that unless there is some effectual re« 
form, in case of bad roads or bad weather, which may be expected 
at this season^ they will be destitute, and the like abuses on the 
BuiidiDgs and in the Neighborhood probably renewed. 

That upon the whole, it appears to the Committee that the Gen* 
enl Interests, as well as those of the State, by whom that Building 
was Erected, and has been maintained at a great ezpence, will be 
materially injured, unless some effectual remedy be applied.

A proolam;ation. 

Whbeeas, The unhappy disputes which have subsisted between 
this State and that of Virginia, touching the Western Boundary^ 
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hoLiB been hitherto sofpeiided, so as to afford a jvst and rea8ona|»ie 
expectation that they might be terminated in perfect eoMistenay 
with the General Interests of the Common Union, and the Mutual . 
Friendship between the contending States : For the attainment of 
this desirable end, propositions were heretofore made on the part of 
this State to appoint Commissioners to adjust the said Boundary 
line, which were acceded to on the part of Yirfi^inia, and the said 
Commissioners having met on the thirty-first day of August last, 
entered into the fbllowiog agreement: << Wee, George Bryan, John 
Ewing and David Rittenhouse, Commissioners . from the State of 
Pensylvania, And We, James Maddison, and Robert Andrews, 
Commissioners for the State of Virginia, do hereby mutually, in 
behalf of our respective States, ratify and confirm the following 
agreement, Vizt : to extend Mason and Dixon's line due West five 
diegrees of Longitude, to be computed from the River Delaware, 
for the Southern Boundary of Pensylvania, and that a Meridian 
drawn from the Western extremity thereof to the Northern Limit 
of the said State, be the Western boundary of Pensylvania tor 
ever." 

Which agreement, signed by the Commissioners respectively, 
was on the nineteenth of November last, solemnly and unanimously 
ratified and confirmed by the General Assembly of this State, and 
the ratification duly transmitted to the Government of Virginia. 
Since which it has been represented to us, that divers persons de- 
riviog authority, or prctendiog so to do, under the Government of Vir- 
ginia, have proceeded to Fort Burd, in the county of Westmoreland, 
thirty miles at least within the said line so agreed by the said Com- 
missioners, and upon lands originally settled under Pensylvania, 
and long held as within its unquestionable jurisdiction, and that 
such persons are proceeding to Exercise a summary and arbitrary 
jurisdiction, tending to the dispossession of the Grantees under this 
State, and greatly vexing and disturbing them in the peaceable poe- 
fessions honestly purchased and industriously cultivated for a long 
course of years : 

And WhereaSf There is great reason to believe that these mea- 
sures have originated from Misrepresentations, and other artifices 
of some wicked and designing persons, who are seeking to involve 
these States in enmity and Hostility to each other, without regard 
to the g4«at and Common interests of America, which can only be 
preserved by perfect harmony and concord between its several 
members ; and that the authority of Virginia, upon a due consid- 
eration of the circumstances above recited, in which are compre- 
hended those obligations of Honour, Good faith and duty, which 
are held most sacred amonsst States, as well as individuals, will 
disavow or recall the offensive powers now exercised within the 
disputed Territory, or otherwise suppress all further proceeding 
therein, and in all respects pay due regard and obedience to the 
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following, the reoommeDdation of the Honourable the Congress, im 
this behalf: 

In Congress, December 27th, 1779. 

Whereas, It appears to Congress from the representation of 
the delegates of the State of Fensjlvania, that disputes have 
arisen between the States of Pensjlvania and Virginia, relative to 
the extent of their Boundaries, which may probably be productive 
of serious evils to both States, and tend to lessen their exertions 
in the common defence ; Therefore, 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the contending parties, not 
to grant any pari of the disputed Land, or to disturb the possession 
of any person living thereon, and to avoid every appearance of 
force untill the dispute can be amicably settled by both States, or 
brought to a just decision by the Intervention of Congress; that 
possessions forceably taken be restored to the original possessors, 
and things be placed in the situation at which tbey were at the 
commencement of the present War, without prejudice to the claims 
of either party.

The evils arising from want of discipline and eiperi- 
enee in War, beinff happily surmounted by the skill ^f our Moers 
and the bravery of our Troops, the Citizens and Yeomen ef th» 
State seem now called upon in a peculiar manner to manifeal their 
virtue, spirit and firmness, in supporting this noble and n cees sary 
contest, so as to bring it to a happy issue. The farther emissions' 
of ConUnental Money having now ceased, seems to afford a solid 
foundation for establishing public Credit upon some fixed prwetples,. 
and ensuring the public supplies. The alacrity with whieh the 
aasemblies of this State have enacted Laws for raising money by 
Tixes, as recommended by the Honourable Congress, demoietratefr 
their seal for the General Cause, and has induced us to eiert the- 
aathority entrusted to us to execute them with energy and ezpedi* 
tion.

We cannot doubt your concurrenoe in sentiment with us, that true 
Wisdom and sound polocy suggest a Vigorous preparation for 
the ensuing Campaign, as the most effectual means to repel any 
invasion of the enemy^ and compel them to accede to safe and hon- 
ourable terms of peace. 

. An account of tne Troops furnished by this State to the Foederal 
Army is now laid before you, formed upon the returns made at the 
close of the last Campaign. And it is so little deficient of the num- 
ber required from the State for the ensuing Campaign, that we 
may justly presume (Other States supporting a due proportion) a 
vigorous and effective army may take the field the approaching sea- 
son. 
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The restless tmbitioo and tyranny of that power which has 
hitherto waged inexpiable War against these States, still nrges^ier 
to continue the hopeless conflict. Bot surely we may, without ar- 
rocanee, presume, that if single and unpronded we eould success- 
folly cope with this once mighty power, we may now, with the 
support of great and powerfull princes^ easily crush these last efforts 
of disappointment and despair. The resources of America are 
great; we possess every requisite for War; and can it be doubted, 
that wisdom or virtue will now be wanting to draw them forth for 
the public service, and establish our liberty, Sovereignty, and inde- 
pendence, on the most solid foundation. 

The Secretary will also lay before you some sentiments of the 
Minister of his most Christian Majesty, now residing here, on that 
article of the Treaty of alliance which establishes the reciprocal 
rights of French and American subjects in the respective countries, 
together with the Edict of his most Christian Majesty, Conforma- 
ble to the Treaty. We are persuaded that your Honourable bouse 
will, from duty and inclination, embrace every Occasion to Cherish 
and strengthen the Bonds of Union and affection, haj^ily subsist- 
iDg between the two Nations, and ripen them into the most soKd 
and permanent friendship, to which a security of property, and 
mutual communication of rights and privileges; must have a happy 
and beneficial tendency.

(Gentlemen of the Qeneral Assembly : 

We think it necessary to call your attention to a Publick abuse 
which is daily increasing, and for which the Laws now in force do 
not sufficiently provide. Since the act for vesting the estates of 
the late Proprietaries in this Commonwealth, many persons under 
the colour of Old rights, without any authority, and in a most irreg- 
ular manner, have taken possession of lands heretofore possessed 
b^ the Proprietaries, or the property of persons residing in for* 
eign parts, and are not only committing waste, but drawing in 
unwarv purchases, so as to extend the mischief, and embarrass not 
only the property of the State, but its political Interests and repu- 
tation, all which must be eventually affected by these practices. 

We shall, on our parts, chearfuUy execute snch laws, or pursue 
such other measures as may be adopted to remedy this evil, the 
consequences of which are too obvious to make it necessary for us 
to enumerate them to your honourable house. 

A former house of Assembly having recommended to this Board 
the appointment of Auditors, to adjust the Claims of Jehue Eyre 
and others, for Timber and pUnk taken from them by the enemy ; 
and this resolve having been carried into execution, we now return 
the report made by the Auditors, that the house may take sueh 
farther Order therein as they may deem proper. 

A very important communication having been also made to us 
this morning, whereby this State is called upon to furnish sped- 
fick supplies for the Army, to a very large amount, we would lose 
no time in laying it before you. It appears to us, both in its na- 
ture. Operation and Consequences, to involve considerations of the 
mast interesting nature, and to require great wisdom and caution 
in devising, as well as vigour and prudence to execute, a )rfaa 
wMbh will give it the desited effect. The framing such a j^an,* 
and providing the ways and m«ms of executing it, Ming the Coo* 
stitutional right of your Honourable house, we cannot wabt of its 
receiving your early and most deHbeimte attention.

Ctes of boundary and Territory in the most amicable manneri 
ye £uled of the desired success, and there is reason to belieye 
that those States who decline or delay such accommodation, haye 
it in eontemplation to introduce Settlers, and Otherwise Strengthen 
themaelyes, so that the property of such lands is in danger of be- 
ins finally lost to the State, tho' its Jurisdiction may be establish* 
eo, and the Settlement of these disputes protracted and embar* 
latsed. 

^nd Whereoij Many of the Inhabitants of this State, at a great 
ezpence of Money and labour, haye purchased and improved knds 
under Titles which were then deemed unquestionable, and of 
which they haye been forcibly dispossessed by the intrusions of 
Violent and ill disposed persons. 

And WkereoMj It is the indispensable duty of eyery Ooyemment 
to extend its protection and care to all its subjects, yielding peaces 
bis and dne obedience to its Laws, but the distance and yariety of 
Cireomstanees do not admit full and efeotual relief to be giyan hj 
this hoose^ at this time ; Wherefore, 

RtMolvedj That it be recommended to the Executiye authority of 
tkii State^ to appoiut suitable persons to be Commissioned under 
tke great seal of the State* to proceed to the Counties within this 
State where the aboye intrusions have been made ; that they be

Snt: 

The Supremo Executive authority of the State, on the fifteenth 
day of December last, through the Delegates of this State, ad- 
dressed the Honourable Congress of the United States on th^ un- 
happy dispute subsisting between this State and Virginia. 

The proceedure of Congress thereupon, breathed such a spirit 
of Wisdom, Moderation, and attention to the general interests, as 
wetl as the rights of the contending States, that we could not 
doubt it would have been received with that respect and acquiescence 
it so highly deserved. Presuming fully upon this, it was commu- 
nicated to the inhabitants of Pennsylvania, accompanied with the 
most decisive directions to yield a cheerfull and punctual compliance. 
Our proceedings herein, with your resolve, were transmitted to the 
Supreme Executive authority of Virginia, and also, to those who' 
under their authority were oppressing and harrassing the innocent 
and unfortunate settlers of Pennsylvania. But this event has 
demonstrated how vain & delusive are those hopes which are 
founded on the justice or moderation of the State of Virginia. 
We are authorized to declare, that your resolution has been treated 
with a disregard bordering upon contempt ; that our friendly ex- 
postulations on the impolicy & cruelty of their proceedings, hare met 
with the like fate ; and we now find ourselves reduced to the sad 
altemative of seeing a number of honest, industrious settlers, who 
have peaceably purchased, cultivated, and enjoyed their lands for ^ 
many years, under Titles of this State, now dispossessed and m- 
itied, or enter into a contest, which to us is dreadfnll in contempla- 
tion. The Gdnious and temper of the people of this State has natu- 
rally led them, on all occasions, to prefer accommodation te 
hostility, and even to seek the path of peaee ' with an eamestnesB 
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which ungenerous minds may hare miataken for timidity or weak- 
ness. For proofs of this disposition, we may safely appeal to the 
Records of Virginia, to Congress, and to the whole World. While 
perpetual encroachment and aggressions have irritated and distresse*! 
the Inhabitants of this Statfr, what people, State, or country, have 
we invaded, or insulted, or who has complained against us ? 

By the great contest with the common Enemy, we have raised 
Troops only to oppose the common enemy. Regiments raised, 
Officered, S equipped by the State, instead of being employed to 
make Conquests, extend Settlements, or cover Commissions and 
surveyors, while Garbling out lands within disputed Territory, have 
been yielded to the general defence. The Staple Commodity of 
the State locked by a general Embargo, for the benefit of the Uni- 
ted States, to the entire Stagnation of all trade, While the staple 
of Virginia has had a free and general exportation. The loans of 
this State have greatly exceeded every Other, and the Journals of Con* 
gress shew that the United States have availed themselves of our 
Taxes for present supply in as great a proportion, and as Season- 
ably as any other State, whatever misinformation or prejudice may 
SBggest to the contrary. Our State has been invaded and our Capi- 
tal possessed by the enemy. Our frontiers desolated by the Sava- 
ges Our internal Strength greatly diminished, tho' notexhausted, 
by the gupplios of every kind, which, in consequence of our Ibcal 
situation, we have afforded to the common Cause. 

Undef these circumstances, we must want the common /eelinga of 
Men and Citizens, if we could, without concern, see the State im- 
poverished and insulted, & its inhabitants reduced to beggary and 
wretchedness, by those who stile themselves our brcthern. 

The sufferings of these poor people, as they justly observe, would 
probably have been much less if the arms of Britain had prevailed. 
The calamities of that event would scarcely have reached their ob- 
scure and distant dwellings, while the hand of publick and private 
rapaoity now reaches the inmost recesses of their country. It is 
known to all America, that Commissioners, appointed by mutual 
consent, have actually setled the boundaries of this disputed Terri- 
tory, and that the lands on which these oppressive and unjust 
Claims, both of Jurisdiction and property, are now exercised, are 
near forty Miles within the Territory admitted to belong to Penn- 
sjlvania. We are also assured by publick authority of Virginia, 
that this agreement will probably be confirmed at a future day. 

And here the policy of delay discloses itself almost without disgvise. 
It having been usual for contending States to confirm, mutually, 
the rights of Bona fide purchasers, this agreement, so solemnly 
made, is kept suspended 'till the Treasury of A^'irginia shall be re- 
plenished, and a few of its rapacious subjects enriched with the 
Spoils of Pennsylvania — A policy, in our Judgment, unworthy a 
free db generous people, and to which we shall leave an impartial 
World to give a suitable appelation. 
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We do Doi uk the faiiber interpositioQ of your Hoii*ble Bod^. 
We should be sorry to commit the dignity & hoooor of Congress m 
farther resolves, which will probably be equally di8re|;arded with 
those already passed touching the Olaims and proceedings of this 
State, whose views and designs are too plain to be misunderstoody 
and too alarming to be longer overlooked* But conscious of the 
Justice of our case, of our pure and pacific intentions, we are anxious 
to stand Justified in the Eyes of Congress and of the World for 
the part we are now called to act. ^very peaceable overture being 
rejected, your recommendation set at nought, and the hand of vio- 
lence and oppression stretched against our peaceable Citiiens, a 
fatal necessity compels us to adopt sentiments of a different nature. 
If the recollection of former Affection, with a sense of the danger 
to the common cause, and injustice and impropriety of the measurea 
of Which we shall Complain, shall induce Virginia to adopt a more 
Just, equitable, and friendly system, We have no resentments 
which we cannot readily and chearfully Sacrifice to the general in- 
terests. 

But if Pennsylvania must arm for her internal defence, instead 
of recruiting her Continental line ; if her attention and supplies 
must be diverted in like manner; if the common enemy, encouraged 
by our division, should prolong the War; Interests of our sister 
States and the common cause be injured or distressed; we trust we 
shall stand justly acquitted before them and the whole World; and 
if the effusion of human blood is to be the result of this unhappy 
dispute, We humbly trust that the great Oovernor of the Universe, 
who delights in peace, equity and Justice, will not impute it to us. 
Confiding in his protection and the Justness of our Cause, we shall 
endeavour to defend and preserve the Citizens of this State from 
farther violence, and if necessary, repel force with force; with what 
success we presume not to say. It is sufficient for us that oppres* 
sion, Tyranny and injustice are the same, from whatever bands thej 
proceed, and that no change or situation can be mure disgraceful or 
'.distressing.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whxbeas, some ill-disposed persons designing to disturb the 
peace and good Order of the City and districts, and to promote tu- 
mults and divisions dangerous to our domestic quiet, as well as Uy 
the great and general cause, have printed and published an inflamma- 
tory paper, containing false and unwarrantable reflections upon the 
laws and the Icgiblature of the State, kindling discontent Ac dis- 
order, and calculated to revive and promote the like tragical Scenes 
which but a few months involved this City in the greatest distress 
and Confusion: We, therefore, taking the premisses into our ma- 
ture and serious consideration, have thought proper, and we do 
hereby require and enjoin the faitbfhll inhabitants of this City and 
districts to support, by their influence, example, and exertions, a 
peaceable obedience to Law and Oovernment, as the best and surest 
security, both to their liberties and property, and to aid and assist 
the Civil officers of the State in putting the Laws in Ezecutioo 
against all disturbers of the publick peace; And we do, in like mao- 
ner, strictly forbid all meetings and combinations for the Seditious 
and unlawfull purposes mentioned in the said paper, or any other, 
as persons so meeting and combining, will answer the same at their 
peril:

Message from the President and Council to the representatives of 
the Freemen of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met. 

Gentlemen : — We should be wanting in duty to our station, as 
well as regard to the interests of the State, if we did not express 
our concern at the interference of your Hon'ble House in matters 
merely of an Executive nature, and which have been already under 
the cognizance of this Board, and received a full determination. 

The importunity of the petitioners has doubtless operated upon 
the indulgence of the house, but we flatter ourselves tl^y rely upon 
the wisdom and spirit of Council in refusing the applioations, where 
they appear inconsistent with plain positive law, or the rights of 
the Council, as declared by the constitution. 

Three instances have occurred in the present session, and as they 
have an evident tendency to lessen the weight and importanoe of 
the Council in the Eyes of the people, we cannot but request vour 
Hon'ble house to consider what our feelings are on such occasions, 
and to recollect with what proper Jeahiusy a former house viewed 
even the appearance of this Board interfering in their deliberations. 

The case of Mrs. Murray was fully considered by the Council, 
and we found ourselves restrained by a law of the State, from giving 
the relief desired, if the circumstances had otherwise warranted it; 
this law is yet in full force, nor can any act of ours, or even a vote 
of the house, legally dispence with or annul it. We cannot sup- 
pose that the Legislative wish to acquire popularity at the expence 
of the Executive authority, much less that they would furnish tho 
Enemies of the Government with a proof of the dangers arisiuff 
from a single branch of Legislature, which has been so often and 
frequently asserted. But is most evident that both these are oon- 
lequences flowing from this kind 9f interposition^ and that we mb- 
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soli tbe real iDtereflts of the State in thas laying before you our 
•entiments on this important subject, which we more readily do, 
as we are persuaded from your known candour, that it will not 
only tend to preserve the harmony which has so happily subsisted 
between us, but relieye the Hon'ble house from the insupportable 
burthen which muse there considering erery particular 

case that will be thus laid before them, by way of appeal from our 
determinations.

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And whereag, The indiscrimiDate admission of all straBgers iato 
this City withoat examiDation or enquiry, enables our artful and in- 
veterate enemy to introduce their spies and emisearies, distribute their 
counterfeit money, and by such like practices defeat the best designs 
for the publick welfare, and can no longer, with a due regard to oar 
own safety ,'be permitted erconnived at; for the pre venting whereof, we 
have thought proper to direct an office of enquiry to be opened, 
and Commissioners to be appointed, with power and authority to 
apprehend all suspicious persons, and take such other meafiures as 
the publick safety may require : Wherefore, for the purposes afore- 
said and no farther at present, wo have thought proper, and do 
hereby declare Martial law, authorizing and requiring the persons 
by us to be appointed, to proceed as they may be fepecially directed 
from time to time, to execute the purposes aforesaid, for all which, this 
our Proclamation shall be their sufficient Warrant and authority. 
And we do in like manner require all Officers, Civil and Military, 
and all other the faithful inhabitants of this Commonwealth, to aid 
& assist them therein, as they tender their own welfare and safety, 
and as they will answer the contrary at their peril.

A PROCLAMATION, 

By hii Excellency JOSEPH REED, Esq'r, President, and the 
Supreme Executive Council of the Commonwealth of PenntyU 
vania. 

WhereaS; QThe Honb'e House of Assembly did, in their late 
Sessions, pass an act entitled ^'An Act for procuring an immediate 
supply of provisions for the Foederalarmy in its present exigency/' 
by which Commissioners were appointed in several counties with- 
in this State to procure Cattle, Sheep, and salted provisions, with 
all possible dispatch, and it was declared by the same act that it 
should be lawfull for the President or Vice President, in Council, 
by Proclamation, to suspend the several powers and authorities 
therein granted, when the circumstances of the army should, in 
their judgment, admit thereof. 

And WTiereas, The supplies of the above articles are now suffi- 
ciently ample to Justify the suspension of the said purchases, and

Bayard, Esq'r, Speaker of tl^e General Assembly of the said State : 

To all Christian Kings, Princes, Powers, States, Republicks, Cities, 
and Companies, and all others to whom these presents shall come, 
greeting : 

Whereas, The Legislature of the said Stat« of Pennsylvania, 
in their late Session, held at the State House in the. city of Phila- 
delphia, did, on the 29ih day of May last, resolve and declare as 
follows, Vizt : 

Whereas, The present Just and necessary War was entered into 
for the attainment of the inestimable blessings of liberty, and secure, 
enjoyment of property, the benefits whereof wilt extend not only 
to the present but future Generations ; and it is, therefore, highly 
reasonable that posterity should bear a proportion of the expenccs 
which have already accumulated upon us, with considerable incon* 
yenience ; And as the fluctuation of the Medium of Commerce has 
proved one of the greatest sources of the present evils, which it is 
our duty and desire to remedy as soon as possible : 

Resolved, That the President or Vice President in Council, to- 
gether with the Speaker of this House, be authorized to procure, 
upon loan, from such persons as may be disposed to lend the same, 
& upon the most advantageous terms, a sum not exceeding two 
hundred thousand pounds sterling, in Specie. 

Resolved, That the faith and honor of this State be most sol- 
emnly pledged to ratify any agreement to be made with the aatho^ 
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rity aforesaid, with the purpose aforesaid ; and also for the hon- 
ourable and faitbfull repayment of the sums so lent; with the 
Interest as aforesaid^ according to the^ tenor of the contract or 
agreement so to be made in behalf of this State. 

Resolved, That this house, at their next session, will provide by 
law specific funds for the immediate payment of the interest of 'the 
money so borrowed, or to be borrowed or contracted for, and also 
for tfie repayment of the principal thereof^ as the same shall here- 
after become duo. 

We, therefore, the said President, the said Supreme Executive 
Council, and Speaker of the said house of Assembly, being duly 
and fully authorized as aforesaid, do nominate, constitute and ap- 
point the Hon'ble James Searle, Esq'r, one of the delegates of this 
State in the Hon'be in the Continental Congress of the United 
States of North America, late Chairman of the Commercial Com- 
mittee of the said Congress, one of the Trustees of the University 
of the said State, and Lieutenant Colonel of the Militia thereof, to 
be our agent, to Negociate and act in the most effectual and effica- 
cious manner as possible can be done, for the executing the act and 
resolution hereinbefore recited, and for that purpose and effect, do 
promise and engage, in the name and on behalf of the said State, 
that every contract and engagement into which he may enter for 
procuring the said sum of money, or any part thereof, and also in 
fixing the yearly interests and terms of repayment of the Capital or 
principal, shall be performed with all good faith, honor and punctu- 
ality ; and to the end, that he, the said James Searle, may give 
and pass, under his hand and seal, 'such obligatory acts. Bills of 
Exchange, or any other deed or instrument, as may be deemed ne- 
cessary and proper by the several contracting parties, by these 
presents most solemnly & inviolably binding and obliging this 
State to fulfill and acquit the same, agreeable and in strict con- 
formity to the conditions^ terms and stipulations therein ex- 
pressed.

Sir : — Yon will herewith receive a commission or power of at- 
torney, under the Great Seal of the Commonwealth, to enable yoa 
to negociate a Loan for the special uses of this State; this power 
or authority is founded on a solemn act of the Legislature, and in 
pursuance thereof, you will with all convenient expedition depart 
for Europe on the above business, and proceeding to such coun- 
tries or states as you shall Judge most likely to favour your views, 
& negotiate with any publick bodies, private companies or Indi- 
viduals, the above mentioned loan. And in the prosecution thereof, 
you will please to conform to the following particulars : 

First That the sum to be borrowed amount to two hundred 
thousand pounds sterling, if it can be obtained ; and if so much 
cannot be obtained, then as nearly that amount as possible. 

Secondly. That the Interest upon the sum borrowed do not ex- 
ceed five per cent, per annum ; if it can be obtained on better 
terms, it will be the greater advantage to the State. 

Thirdly. That the time of repayment of the principal do not 
exceed ten years, in which time it is presumed the interest and 
situation of the State may make ic proper and convenient to reim- 
burse a part, if not the whole, of the principal. 

Fourthly. You are to correspoo4 constantly with the President, 
or in case of his death or absence, with the Vice President of the 
State, giving as particular and precise an account of your proceed- 
ings as may be. 

Fifthly. Having succeeded, aa we hope you will, in the impor- 
tant business intrusted to your care, you will dispose of the money 
procured in the following manner: First, you are to purchtse 
cloathing and Military Stores, agreeable to an Invoice or order pre> 
sented you herewith, signed by the President of the Council 
Secondly, The residue of the money after such purchase, to be ap- 
plied as followS) vizt : One- fourth part thereof to be remitted in 
Specie to the President and Council ; one-foyrth part to be laid 
out in such articles of Merchandize as will be most usefull and 
profitable, such as Coarse Linnens and Woollens, Sail-duck, Osna^ 
Drigs, one hundred chests of Bohea Tea, & twenty-five chests of 
Green, 

Sixthly. The money and goods to be sent in Dutch bottoms, by 
way of St. Eustatia, addressed to the order of Curzon and Gove^ 
nieur. Merchants there, whom you will advise particularly. 

But as this circuitous rout will greatly delay the supplies, which 
are much wanted, we leave to your Judgment and discretion to 
8hip on freight, if it can be done, in Vessels of not less than twen- 
ty-six Guns, nine pounders each ; or if no such opportunities of 
fireight can be procured, we authorize you to charter two such Ves- 
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Bob for the special purpose, if you shall think proper, in either 
case assuriog them of a return freight of the staple of this State, 
or of tobacco. And always to be understood, that in every event 
and case, the whole risque to be insured at the most favorable pre- 
mium. 

To provide as fully as may be, we have furnished you with three 
blank commissions, such as are granted by Congress, and to be 
used by the vessels you may eiAploy, if you shall Judge it neces- 
sary. 

Seventhly, If one or two good vessels of the above force can be 
procured at a reasonable price, we authorize you to make an optional 
bargain therefor, that is to say : the price beiog 6xed, the State to 
have a choice here of taking such ship or ships at such price, either 
paying the outward freight or not, as you may agree*. 

Upon farther consideration of the sixth article, we leave to your 
discretion the choice of the agents at St. Eustatia, if you should 
think the publick may be better served by any other persons. 

Wishing you a safe and pleasant voyage, and success in your 
negotiations, we remain Sir, your Obedient & very humb'e Serv*ts.

Upon a conference also with the said Mr. Searle, touching a com- 
pensation for his agency, it was proposed and agreed to, that in all 
events the ezpences of the said Mr. Searle should be defrayed by the 
State, and that at the next meeting of the Assembly it should be 
proposed that a committee of the house, in conjunction with this 
Board, should flz such compensation, either an allowance of « 
gross sum over and above all ezpences, or a commission, accord- 
ing to usual mercantile form ; to which, in mode and substance, 
Mr. Searle declared his readiness to conform. 
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The case of Edward Oriizle & John Wilson, attainted of bigh 
treason, having^ been often debated at this Board, came now to bo 
finally considered ; and it appearing that having joined the enemy 
daring their residence in this State, as troopers, under Captain 
James, they had afterwards deserted from that service, with their 
horses and accoutrements, depending, as they alledge, on a Proc* 
lamation issued by General Washington, promissing pardon to such 
deserters, and the said criminals appearing to be young, and hay- 
iog otherwise good characters, 

Resolved, That though the Proclamation was mistaken, yet the 
circumstances attending their case are such as justify the clemency 
of this Board ; and the said Edward Grizzle and John Wilson hay- 
log submitted to the law of the land, received sentence of death; 
& a session of the General Assembly having since passed, by which 
the power of pardon is now Constitutionally vested in this Board, 

Ordered, That a free and general pardon do pass the great seal 
for that purpose.

Two letters and requisitions from Camp were again read, con- 
taining a very alarming and distressing account of the state of the 
army for want of teams ; Whereupon, 

Resolved, That the said requisitions be complied with, and that 
orders do issue accordingly to the several Waggon Masters of Phila- 
delphia, Bucks, Chester, Lancaster, York, Cumberland, Berks and 
Northampton counties, and that they be directed to ezert them-

Resolved, That in case of difficulty or delay in making up the 
said teams, the said Waggon Masters and their Deputies ao apply 
to the magistrates and officers of the militia for their assistance, 
and that they impress any horses, waggons and gears, distin- 
gaishing between such as have taken the oaths or affirmations of 
allegiance; and those who have not, and saving always to every 
plantation, at least two working horses; That the said horses, 
waggons and gears, be appraised on oath by two persons, to be 
appointed as the Waggon Law diredts, aad a oertificate given ; That 
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the Waggon Masters do, within one month, make a tnie return to 
this Boajrd of all horses, waggons and gears so taken, and also 
the prices affixed. 

A letter from the Governor of Maryland, requesting a copy of 
the Embargo law, and information from that subject, was read, 
dated the 2l8t day of July, 1780. 

A letter from the Minister of France, requesting to know how 
far the enlistment of Hessian deserters into the French army was 
consistent with the views of this State, and offering to send them 
to our recruiting officers ; which was answered, and he was in- 
formed that being not admissable into the American army, he is 
quite at liberty to engage them. 

A letter from the Board of TTar, dated this day, requesting a 
supply of powder from the State stock, and that the credit of the 
State might be engaged to procure from individuals, was read, and 
a letter wrote to Captain Stiles to make a return. 

A conference was held with the Dele^tes of the State on the 
hire of waggons called into OontiDental service, and sundry letters 
read, scttiug forth the difficulty of procuring waggons at the pre- 
sent low prices ; Whereupon, the matter was referred to them, and 
it was recommended to move Congress thereupon.. 

A record of a conviction in Chester county of John Monrow, 
charged and found guilty of horse stealing, was read, and an appli- 
cation made to remit the fine of £1,500, it being represented by

Colonel Nichola represents, to a puntilio of their Captain, who would 
not acknowledge any subordination to Colonel Flower, under whose 
general superiotendance as Commissary of Military Stores, otjher 
artificers were, and received supplies from the United States, ho 
contending that this was an independent company of artillery, only 
subject to the orders of General Knoz; that under these circum- 
stances, if the construction of the terms of enlistment for throe 
yearS; or during the war, is to give the soldier the election, these 
men, or some of them, are now entitled to their discharge, but if 
the election is in the publick, they are still bound ; but this is a 
point to the decision of which the Board does not esteem itself com-

First. Resolution dated 12th of August, on the memorial of 
the general officers, recommending a compensation to the officers 
and soldiers for the depreciation of their pay, and that Congress 
will liquidate and pay off what is due on that account, to officers 
and soldiers not belonging to the quota of any State. 
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Second. Resolation that after the first day of August, 1780, 
tbe army be entitled to pay as stated before the first day of Janu- 
ary, 1777, in new bills, emitted pursuant to tbe resolution of tbe 
18rh of March 

Thirdly. That oflScers be allowed five dollars per month in the 
sane new bills, for each retained ration. 

Fourthly. That the Board of War report a list of the officers 
not of the quota of any State, with "an account of the balance due 
to them, to make good their pay for past services, agreeable to a 
resolution of the 10th day of April last. 

Fifthly. That such States as have not made compensation to 
their officers and soldiers, agreeable to tbe recommchdations of the 
17th of August, 1779, be and are requested to do it as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Sixthly. That the resolution passed the I6th of September^ 
1776, for granting lands, be extended to general officers, in the 
following proportion, vizt : 

Major General, one thousand one hundred acres. 

Brigadier Gren'l, eight hundred & fifty acres. 

Seventhly. That the officeis be furnished with two months' pay 
as soon as possible. 

Resolution dated the 25th of August, 1780, extending the half 
pay of Oen'l Officers, proportioned to their pay. 

Resolution dated tbe 24th day of August, 1780, to enable the 
officers of the line comrainding corps when in camp, to draw so 
many of the rations heretofore withheld, as the Commander in Chief, 
or of a separate army, shall judge necessary, but that no provision 
be issued for back rations not drawn on the day they became due. 
That if it shall appear that the subsistence money allowed to 
officers in lieu of rations withheld, is not equal to the cost of the 
rations, the deficiency shall hereafter be made up to them. 

That the resolution of the 15th day of May, 1778, granting 
half pay for seven years to officers of the army who should con- 
tinue in service to the end of the war, be extended to the widows 
of those who have died, or who shall hereafter die in the service, 
to commence from such dea^h and continue for seven years ; or if 
there be no widow, or in case of her death or intermarriage, such 
hnlf pay to be given to the orphan children of such officer, and 
that it be recommended to the States to make provision therefor, 
on account of tbe United States. 

That the restricting clause in the resolution of the fifteenth of 
May, 1778, granting half pay for seven years, but the same to 
cease upon holding any civil office of profit, be repealed. 

Resolution dated the 25th day of August, 1780, giving rank aa 
Major Generals in the line to Governors and Presidents of States, 
acting in conjunction with Continental troops. 

Resolution dated the twenty-sixth day of August, 1780 : 

First. That the several States take the most effectual means in 
their power to draw in the respective quotas of the Continental 
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bilk of credit, to be destroyed either, by a taz« to be eeUeoled iat- 
mediately, or by exchatigiog them' for new billfly to be emi^ed w^ 
the act of the eighteenth of March. 

Secondly. That the States raise by taxes, payable in the bilba 
emitted, porsnant to the act aforesaid, or in specie, their respectiye 
quotas of three millions of dollars, agreeable to the appointment of 
the seventh of October, 1779, and pay the same into the Treasury 
of the United States as soon as possible ; the payment to be falljr 
oompleated by the last of December, and each State be allowed in- 
terest for the same from the time it is paid, to be hereafter adjostadi, 
according to a resolution of the 6th of Octo'r, 1779. 

Thirdly. That the late Quarter Master General and CommiBsary 

Gen'l, and the present Commissary Oen*l, render an account to the 

Board of Treasury of all debts due by them on certificates, or 

otherwise, specifying the sum due in each State, that warranto 

^ay issue in their favours on the Treasurers of such States for 

etyment of the same, out of the monies to be collected for the 
ni(ed States: ' 

Which warrants being paid, shall be accepted by the Treasurer 
towards such State's quota of the monies to be raised as aforesaid ; 
and it is further recommended to such States to provide that the 
certificates of the said Quarter Master Goneral ana Commissarys, 
ft those who purchased under them, he received in payment of the 
said taxes to the amount of such warrants, under proper regula- 
tions for preventing frauds. 

' And to prevent the possibility of any depreciation in the bills te 
be emitted, agreeable to the act of the 18th of March, aforesaid,, 
that it be most earnestly recommended to the several States, not te 
issue bills of credit for a currency, on any consideration whatever, 
to a ffreater amount than their respective quotas of the new billa 
Stated in the act aforesaid ; and that the bills of credit emitted by 
any of the States since the first day of January last, and redeema- 
ble in specie, at par, be considered as part of the proportion of the 
inoney reserved by the said act of the 18th of March, to the use 
of the State. 

Retolvtdj That all and singular the creditors of these United 
States for supplies furnished the army, or the transportation there- 
of, shall be entitled to receive the just value of the sums due to 
them respectively in the bills of credit emitted, pursuant to the 
act of the 18th of March last; the value of the sums due to be 
ascertained according to the current value of Continental bills of 
credit compared with specie, at the time the money became due, 
at the place where the supplies were furnished, provided the same 
do not exeeed the prices fixed for such supplies by the act of the

A Message from the Supreme Executive Council to the Represen- 
tatives of the Freemen of Pennsylvania^ in General Assembly 
met* 

Gentlemen : 

The state of our publick affairs is in many respects so critical 
and interesting, that we esteem your present meeting a happy 
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eTent, and doubt not joa will employ it in devising such meaBores 
as may tend to remove any temporary difficulties, and relieve the 
publick necessities, which; it must be admitted, are great and 
preasiog. 

We have, in the best manner our circumstances and ability per- 
mitted, carried into execution the plan of specifick supplies recom- 
mended by the Hon'ble Congress, and adopted by your Honourable 
house in April last* But there have been so many aud such press- 
ing exigencies constantly arising, as added to the difficulty of pro- 
curing money sufficient to answer the advanced prices of all com- 
modities, have made the execution of this system peculiarly ardu- 
ous and uncertain. 

We have endeavoured by every means in our power, to promote 
the free circulation of the money issued by the State for supplying 
the army. In most parts of the State it has been happily eFectual 
for this purpose. VVe have to lament an equal disposition has not 
been manifested in others, and eBpecially by those whose situufion 
and circumstances would have decided its general aud universal 
currency. As the quotas of the several States are fixed on a Foale 
of proportion affecting the political and economical interests of the 
State, you will doubtless think it proper that all supplies furnished 
by the inhabitants of the State, be brought into the general com- 
pliance with the requisition of Congresfi, so far as that the same be 
estimated in the quota of this State. 

The very great deficiencies of some counties in the payment of 
taxes, will, we hope, become an object of the attention of the 
House, and some mode fallen upon to guard against future delin- 
ouency. That those counties which were exposed to the devasta- 
tion of the enemy, and the inhabitants to consequent poverty and 
temporary distress, should be so far advanced of those whose situa- 
tion was secure and their business uninterrupted, argues a defect 
in our civil police that ought to be investigated & remedied without 
delay. Upon the punctual execution of these laws, Gentlemen, 
our most valuable and important interests depend, and we hope yon 
will not think time mispent in making a very particular inquiry 
bow far your laws have been obeyed or neglected in this respect 

The bravery of your troops, the skill of your officers, the at- 
tention of your magistrates, and cares of other civil officers, will 
be vain, if a regular, fixed and competent revenue cannot be se- 
cured to answer the publick exigencies. The spirit, wisdom, 
patience k perseverance of the good people of this State, have been 
too frequently manifested in this great contest, to admit a doubt 
the real sincere friends of their country ^11 be wanting to them- 
selves, or in firmness to compel those of a different character to 
perform this necessary publick duty. 

We lay before you sundry resolutions of the Hon'ble Continen- 
tal Congress for your consideration, and also, sundry letters from 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Federal army, conveying more 
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perfect information of the reqnisitions on this State, and of ike 
pablick neoessities, than any detail in oar power could commami- 
oate. 

We have also the satisfaction to lay before your Hon*ble Homae 
the determination of the Legislature of Virginia on the disputed 
boundary between the two States. 

The prospect of an amicable termination of this unhappy oon- 
troversy cannot but be acceptable to every good man and faitbfall 
citizen, and we have no doubt this overture will be improved into 
a full and final accommodation, consistent with the rights of indi* 
viduals and the honour of the State. 

We shall be ready to give every assistance in the line of our 
duty to make the present sessions useful to the State, and HoD'Ue 
And convenient to the House.

The following Message from the President and Council to the 
General Assembly being read and considered, was approved and 
signed, viat: 

Message from the President and Supreme Executive Council to the 
Representatives of the Freemen of Pennsylvania, in General Aj- 
aembly met. 

Gentlemen : 

We esteem ourselves happy in meeting the renewed choice of the 
people in legislation, at a period so peculiarly critical and interest- 
ing. If wisdom, firmness, and mutual confidence were ever neces- 
sary in this great contest, they are so at this time, when our ene- 
mies, forsaking, in no small degree, the efforts of open and manly 
force, build their hopes of success on the arts of disaffection and 
corruption; and presume that, wearied with the contest, or in- 
grossed with selfish and gainful! views, we shall yet relinquish the 
glorious object of so many toils and so much blood. It is not only 
our duty, but immediate interest, to convince them that their hopes 
are equally fallacious, whether founded on arms or seduction, on 
our deficiencies in civil or military virtue ; and if ever any people 
had reason to presume their cause was approved of Heaven, we 
anrely may, when we see not only sienal interpositions of Provi- 
dence; but behold the labours of the hosbandmao and cares of the 
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■MrdMtnt orowned with growing plenty and inoreasing success. It 
miist be truly animating to see that our enemies draw not a ray of 
comfort from our inability or poTerty, but our supposed debasement 
of spirit and exhansted patriotism. If, therefore, as we are bound 
together in one common interest, we are equally united in adopting 
and enforcing a permanent, effective system of ddlhice, we may 
soon hope that despair will succeed disappointment, and even Brit« 
ish pride do homage to American virtue. 

The first great object to which we must call your attention is the 
army. To bring a competent force into the fieldy to make it effi- 
cient, by seasonable & sufficit supplies, and to relieve the distresses 
of captivity, are three points too important to overlook. We shall 
lay before you the sentiments of the Hon'ble the Congress and our 
excellent Commander-in-Chief, on the first point, which, as well 
from their genuine worth as the authority from which they comCi 
deserve the greatest respect, and more especially as a number on 
temporary enlistments may be retained, if 'suitable means are sea- 
aonably provided. 

As to the second, experience obliges us to declare, that we find 
the modes lately adopted liable to so much delay, obscurity, fraud, 
and expence, that nothing but the most absolute necessity will, in 
our opinion, justify its continuance. It would exceed the bounds 
of this address to enter into particulars, but we shall be ready to 
give your Hon'ble House stmh further information as you may deem 
necessary on this interesting subject. 

* We must also, in duty and justice to a number of brave men, 
who have long languished in captivity, lay their case before yoo. 
By the accompanying papers you will see that we have complied 
with the desires of the former House of Assembly, in an applica- 
tion to the General in their behalf ; and we have the pleasure of 
informing you that so general an exchange is likely to take place, 
that many will soon be restored to their friends. But as the ohancea 
of war must necessarily subject many, in future, to the like con- 
dition, we hope they will be objects of your care and provision. 

To effect these and various other purposes, highly important and 
interesting to the happiness and safety of this 8tate, and to enable 
the Executive powers of Government to perform the necessary du- 
ties enjoined by sundry acts of Assembly, in cloathing and supply- 
ing the troops with enumerated articles, defending and protecting 
the frontierji, compleating the defence of this city and port, ana 
complying with the requisitions of Congress, together with the ne- 
ceeaary support of civil government, the revenues of the State 
will become an object of your special inquiry. 

Deficiencies, we doubt not, you will supply, and as &r as possi- 
ble remove obstructions, which the peculiarity of our situation has 
b many instances unavmdably created. Bearing a proportionate part 
of Ike publick burthens with yourselves, we have endeavoured on 
YOL. XII.— 84. 
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all oceasions to appropriftto tlie paUielr frehstnre to the fnrpwm 
direoted, with prudence and economy. But as the prortsion for 
pablick necessities is pecnHarly within the province of yonr Hon'- 
We House, tre shall not enkrge farther upon it than to assure yim 
W€ shall be ready at all times to give any necessary information. We 
would particnlarly lay before you a measure framed by the former 
House of Assembly for the present relief of their constitnentSi 
and executed by this Board under their instructions, on which an 
eventual engagement is founded, involving in it the honor and good 
faith of the State, as well as the ease of the people under the bur- 
thens of the war. The minute of the Council which will be laid 
before you, will give you such full acquaintance with the transac- 
tion) the success of which we may every day expect to hear, that 
we hope you will make the necessary provision for an honourable 
compliance with the stipulations which may be entered into on 
behalf of the State. 

The Continental troops being wholly withdrawn from the fron- 
tiers, except those under the command of Colonel Brodhead, at 
Fort Pitt, and the enlistment of the ranging companies expiring in 
January next, the distresses of our friends in that quarter, will 
undoubtedly demand the care and attention of the House. As the 
invasion of the savages will probably continue as long as British 
art and cruelty continue fo excite them, we conld wish, if it were 
]K>ssible, that some more efficacious protection conld be afforded 
them. Disappointed in our attempts, last spring, to raise men for 
that service during the war, we have been obliged to adopt tempo- 
rary enlistments, and call for occasional militia, both attended with 
much expence & many inconveniencies. 

The final settlement of the contested boundaries of this State 
and Virginia, induces us to- lay before you the propriety and policy 
of setting off one or more counties, so as to introduce law, order, 
and good government, where they have been long and much wanted. 
Wo think it would also conduce much to the defence of the frontiers 
and safety of the interior country, as the strength of those parts 
might then be organized & systematically drawn forth in case of. 
necessity. 

Among the many papers now communicated, the Hon'ble Hoofle 
will find cogent representations on the supplies of the Foederal 
army. The demands on this State have been very great, and will 
probably be continued. We most earnestly wish to answer every 
reasonable expectation; but the quantities demanded, and prices 
required, have so far exceeded any provision made, that the exer- 
tions of our Commissioners have fallen very short of even reasona- 
ble prospects. We should have rejoiced, and no measures were 
left unessayed by us, to give the money issued on the credit of the 
State, on a solid security, for the supply of the army, its full and 
just estimation, as well as general circulation ; but as we had neither 
ability or disposition to force the publiok confidence, we can oulj, 
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ia ^omvibii witli owr feUofw^eitmas, Umeni the disappoiat^ieiit and 
fegrei the oanseqaenoetf wbioh b«¥e not boeB ia our power to prer 
Tent. If it was a wise and practicable measure, the wisdom of th^ 
pretend house will doubtless devise some proper means to restore 
aad support it ; if otherwise, they will substitute something more 
■sefull and agreeable. But to take the property of one part of the 
community, without equivalent, to answer the purposes of the whole, 
renders government odious, and has, we fear, been one souroe of 
the present embarrassment in our public affairs. 

We feel every disposition arising from the importance and ezir 
genoy of the present hour, to concur with you in every measure to 
eerve anU promote our common interests and happiness, to bring 
the war to a safe and honourable issue, and establish the liberty ana 
independence of our country. We shall be happy to see prejudice 
ftnd party, from whatever cause, wholly done away, and no other 
* contest subsist among us but who shall serve his country most 
fulhfolly and usefully.

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ftre either wfaollj obviatedi or aeoomited for (r<»iii the intennntoM 
of other aeoounts, and the ezpenee of all kinda and liTiog in thk 
city. 

That the Marehall was justified in reftising to permit any inters 
eated persons to keep the keys of the hatehea of any priaea, he bo> 
ing a sworn officer, and responsible for the property intrvated to 
his care, it being clearly the opinion of this Board, that ho alone 
is entitled to the custody and direction of all prises and their ctr- 
goes, from the time of coming into port to their oondeninatioii and 
sale. 

The Marshall haying admitted the eharges of the Jndge in not 
retnminff writs, appndsments, & accounts of sale, but excused 
himself by long usage and practice, and that such return had not 
been required by the court 'till very lately, and excused his non- 
attendance on the court in like manner. This Boatd admit it as a 
great palliation, but hope that in future such returns will be made, 
as well to do justice to the suitors of the court, as preyent the ooa- 
fbsion which must otherwise unayoidably ensue, and that in future 
the court will be attended by its proper officers. 

With respect to selling the property in the court before oondea- 
nation, this appearing in only one instance, and eyidenoe being 
offered shewing that it was with the previous knowled»» of the 
Judge, tho' afterwards countermanded when too late, the Soard are 
of opinion it takes away much of the criminality of the charge, 
and more especially as it has obtained in other 'cases ; but the prao- 
tice is liable to so many abuses and ill oonsequences to (he publiek 
and individuals, that this Board do entirely disapprove thereof, and 
in this instance, think the Marshall in some degree culpable. 

The charge of not executing the writt of the court for a very 
flagrant contempt, was excused by a note, apparently official, fhna 
the Secretary of the Council, and had not the Marshall been others 
wise informed by the Judge, would have been a reasonable excul* 
pation ; but as the nature of the offence and process required im- 
mediate dispatch, it is the opinion of the Board that the Marahall 
ought to have known with certainty tbe pleasure of the Council to 
the contrary, or have obeyed the orders of the Judse ; and that 
permitting twelve days to elapse in such a oasot evidently tended 
not only to lessen tbe consequence and weight of the court, but to 
encourage future contempts; that in this mstance, therefore, the 
Marshall is culpable. 

That it is of much importance to support harmony between the 

i'udioial and ministerial offioera \>f the courts of justice, of whioh 
ittle hope can be entertained if^he preeent case* 

That the Marshall being an mcer during pleasure, it is implied 
!n the nature of hia office, that if the Council are at opinion die 
publiek interests will suffer by his continuance in office, they h«vt 
a right, and it is their duty to discontinue him. That in theopia* 
ion of the Coundl; this ia the present ease, and A^nhn, tbej fo* 
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feroede tli« appoiataieiit of the said Mursballi widioat prcjudioe 
10 his moral charaeter or abilities, which have not boon queationedt 
9t for any other cause than herein set forth.

Message from the President cf? Supreme Executive Counoil to 
the Representatives of the freemen of Pennsylvania in Qeneral As- 
sembly met. 
Gentlemen, 

The bill intitled "An Act to impower the Supreme Execnfire 
Council, the Justices of the Supreme Court, and Justices of the 
General Quarter Sessions of the Peace in the city and several 
counties in this State, to apprehend suspected persons,'' having been 
published for consideration, and duties resulting therefrom princi- 
pally affecting this Board, we have thought it necessary to submit 
some important particulars to your attention in its farther progress. 
The necessity of giving special powers seems acknowledged by fra- 
ming such a bill at this time; but in our judgment, this bill gives 
none which we do not possess by the constitution of this State, vizt : 
a power of commitment upon such evidence as appears tons to jus- 
tify suspicion ; vesting a power in the Justices of the Supreme Court 
which they are already bv law vested with, to admit the party to bail. 
It has been the policy of all other States, and even of our enemy, at 
this juncture, to repose a confidence in the Executive powers to guard 
the publick safety by commitments not subject to the examinatioa 
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I 
of any other, and much less an inferior authority, for such wo 
deem the Justices of the Supreme Court on this occasion, and wo 
cannot help thinking the superior confidence in the Justices of the 
Supreme Court implied by this bill, not only degrading to the Coun- 
cil, but inconsistent with the spirit of the Constitution. The ne- 
cessary and natural consequences resulting from which is, that the 
Council must in all cases appear before the Justices of the Supremo 
Court to vindicate their commitment, or the party be immediately 
discharged ; or if the Justices of the Supreme Court have no dis- 
cretion to revise the commitment of the Council the bill gives no 
other powers than before. A power to bail a person, who by the 
same law is committed to remain in prison without bail, or main 
prize, is not only inconsistent with our ideas of law, but involves 
in it a degree of impropriety not unworthy the attention of the 
House. The limits of a message will not permit our entering into 
some other particulars well deserving your notice; we shall, 
therefore, only add, that we request no powers which are not neces- 
sary for the publick safety and tranquility; and when we reflect on 
the circumstances under which a former bill of this nature passed, 
the happy effects resulting from it, and that in its operation no com* 
plaint has been made of abuse or oppression, we are unable to com- 
prehend the reasons which have suggested the giving an ostensible 
delusive power instead of a real and sufficient one. And we must 
declare, in justice to ourselves, that if any tumults, publick disor* 
ders, or other bad consequences, shall hereafter result from any de« 
feets in the ordinary course of justice, we hope they will not be 
imputed to us; nor can we hold ourselves accountable for the pub- 
lic safety or its tranquility, if the means of preserving it, sanc- 
tioned by experience, iCre withheld. 

We take this occasion also to mention the impropriety of the 
citizens of this State passing to Great Britain, or any of its domin- 
ions, but by publick permission, and that some regulations of this 
intercourse ought to be made as soon as possible. For your infor- 
mation we communicate a letter wrote by a native of this State to 
the Minister Plenipotentiary of the court of Versailles, respecting 
two persons from this State who have been detained in France in 
consequence of the jealousy entertained in that kingdom of stich 
characters. 

A resolution of the Hon'ble House of General Assembly of the

Message from the President and Supreme Executive Council to the 
Representatives of the Freemen of Pensylvania, in General 
Assembly met : 

Gentlemen : — Your recess has been distinguished by an event 
which, in a country less free, and a cause less glorious, wou'd (so far 
as regards this State) have been deemed an irreparable misfortune ; 
we mean the partial dissolution of the Pensylvania line. The 
character our troops have ever supported in the field, the well- 
grounded expectations formed upon their discipline and courage, 
must induce every patriotic mind to lament even a partial disa- 
pointmeot as no inconsiderable en\ ; but we see nothing in it which 
can raise a doubt, and much less despondency, in a firm and deter- 
mined mind. The history of the present war, illustrated by recent 
successes, must convince the most prejudiced, that the spirit and vir- 
tue of America, on many oocasions, has supplied the place of profes- 
sional knowledge ; and tho* we think every duty of policy and in- 
terest should prompt us to keep a regular and well appointed force 
in the field, we ought never to doubt of final success, while as free- 
men, we have arms in our hands, and courage to use them ; and 
that we have both, we trust our enemies will now be honorable, the' 
reluctant witnesses. It wou'd neither consist with the limits of a 
message, or with propriety, to enter into a particular detail of the 
circumstances of this event ; we shall only say, that under unfa- 
Toarable appearancesi this Board was requested to send a committae 
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U igmit wi4i the diaeontefttad troops, that thejeieeuted the trail 
repoted in them, not odIt with the approbatioD of a oommittee of 
Oongresa appointed on the same oocaaioDy but general aatisfaotion 
at the time, and that the several papers which relate to the trans- 
action are readj to be oommontcated to yonr Honourable House, if 
you shall judge it necessary. 

Finding that many of the disoharged soldiers expressed strong 
desires to re-iniist, we thought it our duty to avail ourselves of this 
disposition without delay, and, therefore, opened the recruiting ser- 
vice immediately, which has been attended with considerable sue* 
cess. This necessary service, as well as a proper attention to the 
remaining officers and troops, will call for the particular aid of your 
Honourable House, in whom the constitutional powers of raising 
sqpplies is alone vested. Upon this, as well as many other late oeca- 
dons, we have found ourselves placed in a state of responsibility for 
demands, as well of a general as special nature, in no small degree 
unfurnished with the means of answering them; and what is per- 
haps the most to be regretted in the late event is, that large accu- 
mulated ezpence will be necessarily incurred when our situation 
will least admit Conscious of having to the best of our abilitieSi 
paid the strictest attention to economy and propriety in the expen- 
diture of the publick money intrusted to us, we shall be glsd to 
see the former practice of annual inspection and publication of the 
publick accounts by the Bepresentatives of the people revived and 
continued, which, with respect to recent expenditures, may, we thinky 
be effected while your auditors are employed in the adjustment of 
former accounts which have grown upon us amidst the confusion of 
war, and the unsettled state of publick affairs. We have thought it 
onr duty to offer these suggestions to obviate some mistakes whieh 
have prevailed on this subject, and shall readily coocurr in any 
measures you Honourable House shall judge proper to answer this 
aalntary end. From present appearances, we must expect a vigor- 
ens and active campaign, and as this is the season of prepaiat»on» 
we most earnestly entreat you to devise some means to enable us to. 
answer the expectations which Congress and the army will reasona- 
bly form, in consequence of the general arrangements which have 
been made. The frontiers have also their just claims of attentioui 
MB it may be feared that without some force for their protectiotti 
many extensive and valuable settlements will be abandoned* 

The imperfect collection of taxes and deficiency of the Treasury, 
have obliged us to adopt various plans of creditt } but experience 
obliges us to acknowledge that th^y have generally proved insuffi- 
eient, and that our officers in every department find very great diffi- 
culties in procuring supplies in any mode of OTcdit yet essayed. 
Bvery necessary article is within our reach, if the means of procu- 
ring It were provided. We therefore, esteem it our duty to recom- 
Vol. XII.— 40. 
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mend it as the most impoHant object of the wisdom and attention 
of the HousO; to make a disomninate and adequate provision for the 
oorrent year, formed on a reasonable estimate of its demands and 
services, and to facilitate this dutj we have made an essay of such 
estimate, which is ready to be laid Mt^te you. 

In our present situation we apprehend the militia must be con* 
sidered as a necessary and imporUAit substitute untill the line can 
be collected in respectable force ; nor can we think that in any eir* 
oomstance policy or interest will not warrant innovations which 
may enfeeble it, while our enemies seem so determined on the prose- 
Ctttion of the war. 

We must also recommend some domestick regulations, and par- 
ticularly the erecting the new counties in the western parts of this 
State, which we apprehend will be necessary for the aocommoda- 
tion of the settlers in those parts, and conciliate them to the juris* 
diction of this State; the alterations which have been in the 
currency, also require some attention to the convenience of trade, 
by providing some lesser denominatioDs of bills of credit for change. 

We shall on our parts cheerfally give any assistance to advance 
the publick business and cultivate that harmony which is usefall 
and honourable to government at all times, but at present indispen- 
sibly necessary. 

The Secretaiy will deliver sundry papers proper for the informa- 
tion and consideration of the House, on stich matters as have 
occurred during your recess.

Message from the President and Supreme Executive Council to the 
Kepresentatives of the freemen of Pennsylvania in Greneral Assem- 
bly met : 

Oentlbmen : — By your resolve of the twenty-third instant, the 
defence of the frontiers was wholly submitted to the directions of the 
President in Council. We acknowledge the confidence reposed in us, 
and assure yon that there is no part of publick duty we shall per- 
form with more Chearfnlness than relieving the distress and remov- 
ing the apprehensions of the inhabitants of that part of the State. 
"We have, therefore, formed a plan for their protection, which is now 
lay'd before you, in order that,iif approved, your Honourable House 
may provide the means of carrying it into execution ; to pay, arm, 
cloath and feed these troops, money indispensibly necessary. The trea- 
sury, unless it receives new and essential aid, will not admit so 
large a sum to be drawn for one service without great prejudice, 
and even ruin, to others, equally necessary to our safety and general 
protection ; we must, therefore, request the Honourable Honse, 
whose collective view of the resources of the State, and the demands 
upon it, best miables them, and whose riffht it is, woul'd judge and 
ascertain the different proportions for the different services, and 
how much of the public^ revenue shall be appropriated to this ser- 
Tioe ; it will be onr care aad duty to expend it moat benefioiallj 
fnr the frontiers, and hononrably to the Stale. 
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The observation and eznerience of the Honourable ^ome mak«s 
it nnnecessaiy to snggest toat| in the present state of pablidk affairs 
we can place little confidence in volnntarj sopplies, or such as oan 
be procured by partial credit and influence^ and still less by coer- 
cion, and that to hold out promisses of protection by votes and re- 
solves, without some probable and apparent means of performanee, 
is not only dishonourable to government, but may involve the nu- 
merous petioners in a delusive and fatal security. 

We are deeply sensible of the difficulties in which this subject is 
involved, and that with the strongest desires and best intentions, 
your measures may be inadequate even to just expectations ; wo 
trust the same candour will be exercised towards the Executive 
part of government, whose exertions will be equally insufficient, if 
destitute of the means of executing the plan of defence now framed, 
or any other of a similar nature.

of the Gomtnonwealth of Peneylvania,'' these offioers were appoint- 
ed by the House of Assemblj, and solely aooountable to them, or 
the Auditors; also of their own immediate appointment| and who 
certainly are and have been long vested with sufficient power to 
enforce a settlement with them, and other pnblick defaulters, if 
any such there are. We presume, therefore, that these aooounti 
are not included in the resolution of the twenty-sixth instant 

Sinoe the power of calling for these accounts has been vested im 
the Council, we have not b^n inattentive to the duty, having both 
publickly and piivatelv called upon them to render their accounts. 
The Lieutenants who have complied, are those of Philadelphia oitj 
and county, Bucks and Northampton. Those of the counties it 
Bedford, Northumberland, and Westmoreland, from their particu- 
lar circumstances, can have no accounts under the present militia 
law, and several of the others have informed the Board that they 
they are preparing their accounts, and will render them without de- 
lay; shou'd they neglect, we shall not hesitate to put the laws in 
force against them. 

We do not apprehend it to have been the intention of the Legis- 
lature, that the CouncO should audit the accounts, and thereforSi 
when rendered, have ^directed the Lieuten'ts to attend the Audi- 
tors for settlement. 

They are too bulky and voluminous to be copied under some 
weeks, therefore, we forward you the originab of such as have 
come to hand. 

Though the lieutenants and the Sub-Lieutenants are the only 
offioers in the State over whom the laws have given power to the 
Council in matter of accounts, andT the year since the law is but 
just expired, we are not inattentive to the laudable zeal of the 
House in reminding the Council of the daUes required of them by 
law. We flatter ourselves it is an earnest of general inquiry, and 
that the Collectors of Excise tonnage and duties on negroes, and 
a great varietv of others who have been interested with public 
monfes, and who are accountable to the Assembly only, tho' muck 
longer in arrears than the present Lieutenants, will, in future, par- 
take of the notice of tbe House, so that each branch of Govern- 
ment, in its respective capacity, may be equally emulous to forward 
and promote a speedy and accurate adjustment of the publiok ac- 
counts.

One other, anthorizing and directing the Council to request a 
conference with a committee of the Honourable the Congress, on 
the subject of th^ debts due to the inhabitants of this State, upon 
Quarter Masters' and Commissioners' certificates, for articles supplied 
or services done for the Foederal army, and to take tffectual mea- 
Bures to ascertain the amount of all such certificates, and to report 
the same, if practicable, to this House, at their next sitting. 

One other, requesting the Supreme Executive Council to inforce 
the full execution of the law passed the twenty.third day of Decem- 
ber last, intitled ''An Act to compleat the quota of the Foederal' 
'' army assigned to this State," so that such recruits as are raised 
by any of the classes may be joined, with all expedition, to the 
corps with which they are to serve ; and so that the monies odl- 
leoted from the classes which have not supplied men may, without' 
loss of time, be applied to the recruiting service. 

That the Council be directed to continue the recruiting parties 
in this State, under such rules and regulations as they shall find 
proper and necessary, untill a sufficient number of recruits shall be 
raised to compleat the quota of the Foederal army required by Con- 
gress from this Commonwealth; that they be impowered to increase 
the bounties to be paid to recruits at the time of inlistment, if thej 
shall think it proper and necessary so to do ; that the monies ool- 
lected from the classes bo deemed part of the funds for carrying on 
the recruiting service ; that the Council be impowered to call upon 
the parties indebted to the Loan office by* mortgage and bonds, for

^'transgressions, and by sincere repentance and amendment of

A PROCLAMATION. 

WuEBEAS, The General Assembly of thia State, at their last 
aession, << reciting that it was not to be expected during the pre- 
sent war with Great Britain, that sufficient quantities of gold and 
siher money cou'd be procured or retain^ in this State for procu- 
ring and providing sufficient supplys of provisions and other articles 
for support of the army and the purposes of private dealings/' did 
direct an emission of five hundred thousand pounds in bills of 
credit, redeemable with the many and large arrearages doe to the 
State for lands heretofore granted within this Commonwealth : 

And WherecUf fiy another act directing the payment of one-third 
of the depreciation to the officers and soldiers of the Pensylvanim 
line, one hundred and thirty thousand pounds of the said money 
has been emitted; and by the act first mentioned, *' every person 
refusing the said bills of credit, or selling, giving or receivibg the 
same at a less rato than gold or silver, are liable to pro3ecution in 
the Courts of Quarter Sessions of the Peace, or, if under five 
pounds, before a Justice, and on conviction, to forfiet the value of 
the goods or articles in question : 

And Whereas, It is not only an assential, bnt the indispensible 
duty of all persons in a well regulated government to piake the laws 
of the country the rules of their conduct, seeking by legal and 
peaceable modes an alteration of any laws which they apprehend 
to be grievious or im politick : 

Upon a due consideration, therefore, of the above laws, the 8pe> 
cial obligation upon us who are sworn faithfully to execute them, 
the great difficulties which will result to the well affected, to the 
industrious poor, who have received this money in exchange for the 
old Continental money, and to those who have sold their merchan- 
dize or produce to the Public Commissioners, if the said bills of 
credit shouM not find a free circulation : We do most earnestly 
recommend to all the citizens of this State, and especially to land- 
lords and those engaged in trade and dealing of every kind, to re- 
ceive the said money agreeable to law ; and for their encourage- 
ment herein, we do assure such persons that no more of the said 
money shall be issued untill the meeting of the Assembly, when it 
will be in an especial manner recommended to them to secure tiie 
possessors thereof from any possible loss ; and also informing Uiem 
that, by letters received fh)m the country, it is the determination of 
the inhabitants to support the full execution of the law upon this 
subject, they appearing fully sensible of the neoessity of oontiiia- 
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hig the moDey undepreeiated, and resolving to use their ntmoet 
efforts ta this pmpose. And we do in like manner recommend to 
all persons* and especially to the meritorions militia, both officers 
and privates, not to be led into tumnlts and ontrages whtch involve 
innooent families in distress, sully the dignity of any cause, and 
will be turned by their enemies to the prejudice of that necessary 
and honourable servioe, but to wait with patience the meeting of 
their Representatives, who alone can afford competent relief under 
present difficulties. 

We likewise enjoin upon all magistrates, sheriffs, aud constables, 
to use their utmost influence and authority to guard against and 
suppress any irregularities or disorders which are inconsistent with 
the peaoe and good order of government ; and all other offioerSi 
civil and military, and all well disposed citizens, are required to be 
aiding and assisting them therein.

Messase from the President and Council, to the Representatiyes of 
ue Freemen of Pensylvaniai in General Assembly met. 

Oentlemen : 

The exigencies of the State, the requisitions of Congress, and 
the representation of the CommaDder-in-Chief of the Fooderal army, 
have made it indispensably necessary to convene you before the 
time of your adjournment. 

We have endeavoured to execute the laws you have enacted, to 
furnish the supplies required to recruit the Pensylvania line, and 
to support the frontiers, by such means as you have put into our 
hands for these important purposes. But, after devoting our best 
abilities and utmost attention, we find so much in the iormer to be 
amended and altered, and so much in the latter to be supplied, that a 
farther progress without the aid of the Legislature, wou*d have in- 
volved the ^tate in difBculties, whi^h prudence, wisdom, and firmness, 
may now remove, but which time and inattention may ripen into incu- 
rable evils. That of a depreciation of our State currency is the most 
alarming. Having seen and felt its ruinous cousoquences on the 
Continental meney^ in the loss of pubJick confidence, the violation 
of private honesty, and the distresses it has brought on the most 
virtuous part of the community, and which an unconquerable love 
of their country cou'd alone enable them to support, we cou'd not 
see this fatal malady again sapping the vitals of publiok credit and 
ftiture resources, without giving the alarm, and calling upon yoo. 
who alone possess the Constitutional powers of prevention and 
relief. 

It cannot be denied by the most selfish factions, or disaffected, 
that the exportation of the produce of the country is great, the re- 
turns quick and profitable ; that Prjovidence has blessed us with 
plentifull crops, and that present prospects are unusually rich; and 
it must equally be admitted, that the army, the government^ and 
publick creditors; feel all the effects of real; undiasembled poverty ; 
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ih^ tbe 8GQ«e of i&diTichitlfl, if we may judge by their conSnetymiid 
the seDse of tbe Leffielature, wtlh reepeet to paper money, so ma- 
terially dififer, that it mast be wholly laid aside, or snpported by 
mpre general approbation and concnrrence ; and that some meaBures 
jMat be immediately adopted to relieve the present necessities, 
more adequate to the end than those which have been lately at- 
tenpted, or the oonseqneBoes are too obrions and too alarming to 
need enumeration or description. 

We have the satisfaction to acqoant yon, that the line is again 
formed into respectable strength, and that a detachment under the 
oommAnd of Generjd Wayne, has marched to the relief of otir 
Buffering brethem in the Southern States. In appointments and 
equipment we can justly say, our troops have never taken theileld 
in a more respectable condition ; and we have no doubt they will 
prove a most valuable, as well as considerable re-inforcement to the 
•onthem army. 

We must beg leave to remind yon, that by a law of the State, 
that Assembly shouM at every session fix the pay of the miKtia, 
but it has been omitted for two sessions, while so great a par^ of 
ike comtnunity, and those of greatest property and consideratbn, 
exempt themselves from this duty, it cannot be expected that the 
poor arid mid ling class will chearfully perform it for the trifiing 
sums they receive, or be satisfied with the small composition made 
by the delinquents. ^ 

There are considerable numbers of prisoners drawn into the State 
by the orders of Congress, which require constant guards; there 
•re also occasional services to be rendered, and the distance of our 
line adds a new and forceable consideration to keep the militia on 
a respectable footing, as onr principal dependance in case of inva- 
aion or other publicK necessity. 

it wou'd exceed the limits of an address to enter into a fftrthet 
detail. The Secretary will lay before you sundry important papers, 
aod this Board will chearfully make such farther communication as 
may be necessary ; and we most earnestly entreat you, gentlemen, 
in this sessiions, to lay aside all other considerations which do not 
tend to the establishment of publiok credit, the supply of the army, 
the relief of the frontiers, and the maintenance of civil government, 
all which now depend upon the issue of your deliberations.

The petitiom of Captain Joeeph Hart, of the township of Wait- 
BiDBter and county of Bneke^ humbly shtweth : 

That in consequence of an act of the Honourable Assembly, 
|)aa6ed the twenty-sixth day of May, one thousand seven hundred 
and eighty, it beoame the duty of your petitioner to hire two men 
to serve in the Fcederal army for a^ certain time : 

That your petitioner neither refused nor neglected to perform the 
•duties required of him by this act He speedily hired one man, at 
an easy rate, advanced the money to pay him, and was likely to 
procure another bcfpre th^ time appointed by the Lieutenant of the 
•ooi^ty, but before the time came, the said Lieutenant, Mr. Joseph 
Hart, hired a second person, and having first required your peti* 
iioner to pay him, he afterwards directed him to pay another, when 
the, the said Lieutenant, had hired for another township, saying he 
wou'd make Captain Walker pay the man h^ had hired for your 
petitioner. Tour petitioner complied, and agreeable to the tenor 
of the said act of Assembly, assessed the township to the amount, 
(but through a collision between the said Lieutenant and the ool- 
Hector, the whole monies thus raised were grasped by the said 
Lieutenant, Joseph Hart, and are now fraudulently held by him, 
io the great injury of your petitioner, who is hereby deprived of 
more than two thousand pounds, advanced near a year ago on the 
publick account. 

To you, gentlemen, as the court to which he is ameanaUe, your 
])etitioner flies for redress in what concerns himself. 

The above facts, with some others related to them, your pel»> 
iioner is ready to support by substantial evidence, and begs an op* 
pertunity may be given him for that purpose, that justice may be 
done, and none in future discouraged ^m hazarding their property 
-to serve the public, or applying to the supreme authority of Pen- 
ay Ivania for redress oi the wrongs done by their offioers; and your 
petitioner, as in duty bound, wiU ever pray.

Message from the President and Supreme Executive Council, to 
the Representatives of the Freemen of Pensylvania, in Greneral 
Assembly met. • 

Gentlemen : — ^The publick necessities compel us to address you 
in a language more serious and decisive than any we h^ve ever yet 
adopted. Our respective powers are by the Constitution mutually 
defined and limitted. It is with you to provide the means of sup- 
porting the just and necessary war in which we are engaged — of 
procuring the supplies and relieving the publick distresses. It is 
irith us to execute the laws, and apply those means to publick pur- 
poses; and we are to abide the judgment of our oouQiry on the 
faithfull performance of our 'duty. But we cannot consent that 
the publick burthens shou'd be devolved on us by ha^ty resolves, 
formed at the close of your sessions, or be left by you in a state of 
responsibility for the great and important demands upon this State, 
which we have^communicated to you, and which have been now 
before you a considerable time. You must be sensible, gentlemen, 
that the operation of any tax law will, with all possible expedition, 
be too slow for our immediate necessities ; that the support of the 
Fcederal army, the subsistence of a great number of prisoners, the 
relief of the frontiers, and other daily wants of various kinds, 
require instant provision of the means of purchase, or that yon 
shou'd devise some other mode. While the tntnquility of the State 
admits the full operation of the Legiskture, we neither can or will 
exercise any other powers than such as will bear the full test of 
future inquiry ; and shou'd events &tal or injurious to the State 
follow in consequenee of our being left in a state of inability te 
tarnish our conttngeat in the publi<^ cause, or to guard agaioii 
the praeticee of its deadly enemies^ we shall hold oorselvea justly 
acquitted before all the workL 

We have laid the State of the publick wants fully before- you; 
it was the hose of immediate relief that induced us to call yoa 
logstherj and though near three weeks have now elapsed^ we are io 
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the eame state of imbedlitj and distress as when the sessloQs be- 
gan. We had flattered oorselves that in this importantTcrisis, when 
the greatest erents, both in Europe and America, are depending, 
yon wou'd have adopted immediate and deoisire piodes to supply 
the army with provisions ; support the frontiers ; to recmit the 
line ; strengthen the militia, and animate the well affected by just 
and reasonable distinctions between them and persons of a difTerent 
character. The bills depending before the House, and its proceed- 
ings do net appear to us calculated to ei!bct these important pnr- 
poses, but rather to diminish the little strength and energy we 
retain. If the House, as it is to be presumed, is in possession of 
the confidence of the people, surely some immediate assistance 
anght be drawn, from those under whose choioe your representatioa 
is 80 recently derived. We do most earnestly call upon yon for 
this assistanoei because without it we see no prospect of supplying 
the interval between this and the effective operation of the laws 
you may pass to furnish the treasury with such money as the peo- 
ple will receive in payment. Your own experience and observation 
make it unnecessary to inform you that neither the produce of the 
country or of commerce, are to be obtain'd for paper money, con- 
sistent with your hite resolutions on that subject, which appear to 
us very proper. We, therefore, depend upon your providing ns 
with other means before your adjournment, or relieve us from the 
responsibility in which we stand. The alarming consequences 
which, in our present situation, must ensue if we are not supported, 
are too obvious to ne^d enumeration, and will not easily admit of 
exaggeration, but we shall stand justified, as we have f&ithfully and 
repeatedly, from session to session, stated the approaching difficul- 
ties, with clearness and precision.

Message from the President and Supreme Executive Council to 
the Representatives of the Freemen of Pennsylvania, in Gen« 
eral Assembly met. 

Gentlmin : — hi the tenth section of the bill for recruiting the 
Fosderal army published for consideration, we observe that it is 
proposed that this Board shou'd be authorized to levy upon the 
classes who may be delinquent such farther sum than nine pounds 
as may be nepessary to inlist a recruit for every delinquent class. 
We apprehend this power to be unconstitutional, and amounting, in 
fact, to an unlimitted power to tax the people inconsistent with the 
eighth section of the bill of rights, which is decUred to be a part 
of the Constitution of this Commonwealth, and never to be violated 
on any pretence whatever. We can neither exercise this power 
ourselves or consent to establish a precedent of this nature. Nor 
do we think it necessary ; the Honourable House are as competent 
judges as the Council what sum will probably be sulBcient to engage 
recruits, or if there are Inconveniences in fixing the sum, the like 
mode as in other States, and lately in this, might be adopted, vizt : 
to enjoin the class to procure a man, or if procured by any officer, 
to pay the expence, which may be various in difiisreiit parts cif the 
State, whereas, if affixed by Council, it aiusi be done at a predse 
sum in every part, however diffetent the (niotraistaiioee. Wemuet, 
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^refore, Vnhn the UH rftoeiTes its intl BatettOD^reeottimeirf Ilis 
okuse to the farther eoiieidenitioa of the tieruse.
